HE FEDERATION OF BRITISH INDUSTRIES Was 
[founded 45 years ago, and ever since then 

export promotion and the provision of export 

services have accounted for a high proportion of its 

work. The F.B.I. device alone is symbolic -—a 

galleon in full sail, outward bound in quest of trade 

across the seven seas. As a matter of policy, it has 

always been held that export trade can best be 

encouraged by determined, steady, patient and sustained effort. 
Fitful or spasmodic spurts, however dramatic, are unlikely to reap 
lasting rewards. Solid, unspectacular service work is continually in 
progress and in recent years has steadily gathered momentum. The 
allocation of funds for the Overseas Directorate has steadily increased 


and in the last five years the F.B.I. has spent over £620,000 on export 
services alone. 


In his Presidential address, delivered on April 12, 1960, Sir William 
McFadzean expressed concern at the state of our balance of payments 
and appealed for a more intensive expori drive. Later in the year he 
said, ‘Our export performance over past years has been both dynamic 
and imaginative and has often displayed considerable ingenuity and 
enterprise. Unfortunately all this valiant effort is not quite enough. 
We will have to redouble our efforts.’ And indeed for its part the 
F.B.1. has made a sturdy attempt to do so. 


As Overseas Director, I am assisted by two Deputy Directors. The 
first of these, Mr. A. L. Please, and his staff of experts service the Over- 
seas Trade Policy Committee which pays the closest attention to the 
many problems connected with foreign trade and which advises The 
Grand Council in the formulation of policy. They deal with matters 
that arise from the remaining series of bilateral trade treaties, from the 
formation of the European Economic Community and the European 
Free Trade Association; from O.E.C.D., the GATT and kindred 
subjects of an international flavour. 


The second, Mr. J. R. M. Whitehorn, is responsible for our export 
services and under him there are six geographical departments. Cover- 
ing the whole world, these departments, which are staffed by officers

with personal experience of business conditions in many countries, are 
organized to deal respectively with Western Europe; the Near and 
Middle East, Eastern Europe and North Asia; Asia (India, Pakistan, 
Ceylon, Japan and the rest of South East Asia); North America; 
Latin America; Africa, Australia, New Zealand and the West Indies. 
The work of these departments is sunported by the field work of 
F.B.I. overseas representatives and correspondents located in nearly 
140 centres abroad. 


The F.B.1. is a firm supporter and indeed a founder member of 
the Western Hemisphere Exports Council and the Export Council for 
Europe. The Federation is a member of the Council of European 
Industrial Federations and the Council of Industrial Federations of 
the European Free Trade Association; and through the British National 
Committee we play our part in the work of the International Chamber 
of Commerce. We have close contacts —-through the diplomatic 
missions in London and through F.B.I. representatives in capital 
cities — with foreign and Commonwealth governments, with British 
Chambers of Commerce wherever they exist abroad, and with industrial 
bodies throughout the world. These include the Australian Association 
of British Manufacturers and its counterparts in Canada, New Zealand 
and South Africa. In addition to its own network of representatives, 
correspondents and contacts, the F.B.I. maintains continually the 
closest and happiest relations with the government, both at home 
through the Board of Trade and all over the world through com- 
mercial diplomatic representatives and trade commissioners. Indeed 
in many parts of the world the F.B.1. representatives work with the 
government representatives as unofficial members of the same team.

Through these worldwide channels the F.B.I. has been able to build 
up a great bank of basic commercial intelligence and market informa- 
tion about foreign countries, and this material is constantly drawn 
upon when dealing with the ever-growing flow of export inquiries 
which are received at headquarters in Tothill Street and at the twelve 
Regional and District offices located at the main industrial centres 
in the United Kingdom. Many of them can be answered from the 
records maintained in London. Such material is invaluable in giving 
guidance on the selection of potential markets for newcomers in the 
export field. 


When the required information is not readily available in London, 
the inquiry is referred abroad to the F.B.1. representative on the spot. 
These representatives not only provide regular quarterly reports on the 
conditions prevailing in their respective territories but, through 
personal contacts, they are able to recommend agents and provide 
detailed reports on the qualifications of the firms suggested. They can 
give sound commercial advice from their day to day personal experi- 
ence and are always available to advise, guide and assist visiting 
British export executives, especially by providing them with appropriate 
introductions both in local commercial and government circles. 

In order to maintain established contacts and in an effort to seek 
new opportunities by reconnoitring markets, officials from the Over- 
seas Directorate are frequently sent abroad to tour their respective 
territories. These tours not only enliven trade relations but ensure that 
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The part played by ‘Perspex’ in the export drive is shown by the 
fact that some 45 per cent. is now sold overseas. The combined 
‘Perspex’ plants at Billingham, Wilton and Darwen have a pro- 
duction capacity of 17,000 tons. Extensions costing about £1 million 
are already in progress and will bring capacity up to 20,000 a year 
by 1962. Further extensions, which can be realized very rapidly, 
are also being planned.

exporting member firms receive the most up-to-date information 
when seeking advice. In recent months tours have been undertaken in 
every continent, and in the autumn the appropriate departmental 
head will visit the Eastern Satellite States. When F.B.I. overseas 
representatives return to the United Kingdom at periodic intervals 
meetings are arranged in different parts of the country so that members 
can get first-hand advice on individual trade problems. 


Supplementing the work of the geographical departments there are 
other departments which provide foreign trade statistics and which 
can answer inquiries on customs, tariffs, import and other trade 
regulations both in Europe and throughout the world. Other sections 
handle requests for status reports and inquiries from all over the world 
seeking trade openings with Britain. Information is also available 
on the prevailing rates of exchange and on banking regulations 
abroad. The attention of members is drawn to important invitations 
to tender put out by government and otber authorities in foreign 
countries. Information is provided on freight rates, transport facilities 
and regulations. Independent advice is also available on insurance. 


To encourage the faint-hearted and to explain to the newcomer the 
nature and extent of the export services available, a series of round 
tables were held throughout the autumn and winter. These were 
attended in the main by representatives of medium and small scale 
manufacturers in different parts of the country and experts were 
available to give practical advice. In this effort the F.B.I. combined 
with other kindred bodies and in some centres sufficient interest was 
stimulated to lead to the formation of export clubs. 


In consultation and co-operation with the government the F.B.I. 
from time to time organizes or provides personnel for trade missions 
abroad. Such missions have recently been sent to Yugoslavia, Spain 
and six countries in South East Asia. An industrial reconnaissance in 
the form of an Anglo-Nigerian Development Conference was alsc 
conducted in Nigeria. It is well recognized that exports can often 
develop most effectively when linked with British industrial investment 
and enterprise, particularly in the developing countries. The F.B.lI. 
also acts as host to visiting foreign trade delegations and arranges 
programmes of tour and inspection, either through member trade 
associations or with individual companies. In addition to formal 
missions, the F.B.I. is constantly handling smaller groups of potential 
buyers from all parts of the world and guiding them to appropriate 
sources of supply. 
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My colleague, Mr. W. P. N. Edwards, is responsible for all aspects 
of export promotion. The F.B.I. assists in organizing British Trade 
Weeks in leading commercial centres abroad, and encourages members 
to participate in foreign sectional or international trade fairs, wherever 
commercial prospects appear tc hold good promise. Full co-operation 
is offered to the Central Office of Information and the B.B.C. External 
Services in the dissemination of news of industrial achievement. 
Increasing contacts are being established with the foreign press, 
either directly or through foreign correspondents in London, and articles 
on British trade and services are provided for industrial supplements. 
The F.B.I. seeks to encourage the more widespread exhibition of 
industrial films abroad, especially for use by foreign television services. 


In all these many fields of promotion the F.B.I. is ever seeking to 
stimulate exports and in particular it has achieved considerable success 
by organizing all-British Trade Fairs through British Overseas Fairs 
Limited. Such trade fairs have been held in Baghdad, Copenhagen, 
Heksinki and Lisbon. In 1960, with the Dollar Exports Council as it 
was then known, it put on a spectacular display of a cross-section of the 
products of British industry in New York. There were many other 
attractions intended to appeal to the general public and these include 
a full-scale Military Tattoo, The whole show was held by the Americans 
to be ‘the greatest exhibition New York has ever seen.’ In 1958 British 
Overseas Fairs was responsible for the Industrial Pavilion at the 
Brussels International Fair and, for the past two years, it has been 
responsible for co-ordinating the exhibits in the British Pavilion at the 
annual Leipzig Spring Fair. 


Leading on from these successes and in joint sponsorship with the 
Export Council for Europe, the British Overseas Fairs is at present 
planning a large exhibition in the St. Erik’s Fairground at Stockholm 
from May 18 to June 3 in 1962. This Fair is aimed at making an all-out 
concerted drive on the rich and expanding Scandinavian markets. 


Thus it will be apparent that the F.B.1. has in the past played and 
will continue in the future to play an active and leading part in the 
export effort of this country.

President Opens Russian Shop in London 


MR. REGINALD MAUDLING, President of the Board of Trade, 
said that H.M. Government welcomed the opportunity for the British 
public to see more of Soviet products, when he opened the Russian 
shop in High Holborn, London, on June 23. 

‘We are anxious to see an expansion of trade between the United 
Kingdom and the Soviet Union and we recognise that trade is a 
two-way affair’, Mr. Maudling said. ‘It is important that the basis 
of our trade should be broadened and I would hope that Russian 
sales over here would be extended to include many new items both 
of capital equipment and of consumer goods. It was with this in mind 
that I suggested during my recent visit to Moscow that the overall 
quotas for capital equipment and consumer goods respectively in 
our mutual trade should be doubled. By giving British consumers 
the opportunity of seeing more of the goods the Soviet Union has to 
offer, the promoters of this enterprise will not only give satisfaction 
to the buying public here but also increase the amount which the 
Soviet Union earns by trade with us and can, therefore, spend on 
importing British goods. 

‘We are anxious that no barrier should be placed between the 
Russian exporter and the British consumer. I hope very much that the 
Soviet Authorities will support us in this policy and that just as we 
welcome this Russian iniative here so they will welcome and assist 
corresponding British attempts to bring British products directly to 
the notice of Soviet citizens.’

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Research and Development in Machine Tools

THE IMPORTANCE of co-operative research and development in 
maintaining technical progress in the machine tool industry was 
stressed by Mr. Reginald Maudling, President of the Board of Trade, 
at the opening of the new applied research department of Alfred 
Herbert Ltd. on June 20. 


Mr. Maudling recalled that the Mitchell Committee had recom- 
mended that the machine tool industry as a whole should establish 
a research organization of its own. ‘In an industry so diverse in which 
small and medium firms have a part to play as well as the giants,’ 
Mr. Maudling said, ‘Il am sure this is right and I attach myself great 
importance to the establishment and the future strengthening of the 
new corporate research ‘association. 1 was, therefore, very pleased 
to know that the industry had acted on this recommendation and 
that a Machine Tool Research Association had been formed. I under- 
stand that sufficient support from the manufacturing side of the 
industry has been promised to secure a grant from the Department 
of Scientific and industrial Research. I earnestly hope that more support 
from the industry will be forthcoming as the work of the Research 
Association becomes more widely known.” 


Mr. Maudling said that we must never forget that as a 
country so poor in raw materials our living standards depended 
entirely on our ability to make better and cheaper things with other 
people’s raw materials than our competitors could do. It was essential 
for this purpose that we should have a machine tool industry that 
in quality and technical progress is at least equal to any other in 
the world. 


‘I am confident also that world markets for machine tools will 
continue to expand,’ Mr. Maudling continued. “There is a great urge 
among the less developed countries of the world to expand their 
industrial structure as the only means of obtaining for their hundreds 
of millions of people more tolerable standards of life. Clearly in this 
process the number of machine tools that will be needed is astro- 
nomical. At the same time there are good markets in the industrialized 
countries themselves such as the United States, Germany and Japan. 
In some ways the best place to sell a machine tool may be a place 
where machine tools are made. This is because the rapidly growing 
complexity of modern industry and the specialization of machinery 
it calls for has led to the development of a great cross trade in 
machinery and tools of all kinds. No single country can produce the 
whole range of machine tools that modern industry requires and, 
therefore, there is room for much trade among the industrial countries 
with each individual country concentrating on the products in which 
it excels.

EFTA (Greenland) Order, 1961 


IT WAS ANNOUNCED in the Board of Trade Journal of June 16, that 
a declaration was made by the Danish Government on June 2, 1961, 
which has the effect, under Article 43 of the Stockholm Convention, 
of including Greenland in the Area of the European Free Trade 
Association as from July 1, 1961. 


The European Free Trade Association (Greenland) Order, 1961, 
published on June 29, 1961 (S.I. 1961 No. 1186), accordingly makes 
provision for Greenland to be treated as part of the EFTA Area for 
the purposes of imports into the United Kingdom. From July 1, 
therefore, when the Order comes into operation, Greenland goods 
will on importation into the United Kingdom be treated for tariff 
purposes in the same way as the goods of the other EFTA countries, 
and materials of Greenland origin embodied in goods imported from 
other EFTA countries will help to qualify those goods for EFTA 
rates of duty. As announced in the Board of Trade Journal of June 2, 
EFTA duties from July 1 will be 70 per cent. of the basic duties, 
which in the United Kingdom are the full rates charged on January 
1, 1960.

EFTA (Origin of Goods) (Amendment) 
Regulations, 1961 


THE European Free Trade Association (Origin of Goods) (Amend- 
ment) Regulations, 1961, published on June 21 (S.I. 1961 No. 1110) 
amend the European Free Trade Association (Origin of Goods) 
Regulations, 1960 (S.[. 1960 No. 780) to take account of the re- 
classification of seaweed meal from heading 23.06 to heading 14.05 
of the Customs Tariff; and to delete ‘cadmopone’ as a description 
of goods under heading 32.07, since it is a Registered Trade Mark.

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Telecommunications Ceremony Links Ankara, 
Tehran and London 


MINISTERS took part in telephone conversations between London 
and Ankara and Tehran, and between Ankara and Tehran via 
London on June 20, when equipment worth nearly £250,000 was 
handed over to the Turkish and Iranian Governments by the United 
Kingdom Ambassadors to Turkey and Iran. The equipment had been 
provided by the United Kingdom under the Central Treaty Organi- 
zation (CENTO). Similar equipment has been made available to 
Pakistan, but will not be ready for use for some months yet. 


Radio telephone circuits linked London and Ankara and London 
and Tehran when Sir Bernard Burrows, United Kingdom Ambassador 
to Turkey, presented the equipment to H.E. Mr. Orhan Mersinli, 
Turkish Minister of Communications, and Sir Geoffrey Harrison, 
United Kingdom Ambassador to Iran, presented the equipment in 
Tehran to H.E. Engineer H. Samii, Iraman Minister of Posts, 
Telegraphs and Telephones. 


Mr. J. B. Godber, Joint Parliamentary Under Secretary of State 
at the Foreign Office, and Miss Mervyn Pike, Assistant Postmaster 
General, spoke from London to both countries, in the presence of 
representatives of the High Commissioner for Pakistan and the 
Ambassadors of the United States, Turkey and Iran. 

The equipment consists of radio-telephone and radio-telegraph 
transmitters and receivers, complete with aerials and terminal equip- 
ment, for use in commercial services with the United Kingdom, 
Used with facilities provided by the Post Office in this country, this 
will greatly improve the quality and capacity of the telephone and 
telegraph links between both Turkey and Iran and this country, and 
also, through the United Kingdom, will improve Turkey’s and Iran’s 
communications with the rest of the world. 


Deposit Certificates representing Securities of 
Foreign Companies 


DEALING in the securities of a foreign company may be facili- 
tated by the issue of documents commonly called deposit certi- 
ficates which give an interest in such securities. These certificates 
are issued under arrangements which may sometimes constitute 
an unauthorized unit trust scheme for the purposes of the Prevention 
of Fraud (Investments) Act, 1958. Section 14 of that Act prohibits 
the distribution to the public of circulars relating to certificates

Among the territories in which the company is actively 
engaged are Australia, the Middle East, South-East Asia, the West 
Indies, Africa and Canada. More than 20 different products are 
going to these destinations regularly, ranging from electric radiant 
fires to school furniture and from duffle bags to divan sets. Mat- 
tresses to Hong Kong, walking aids to Holland, leathergoods to 
Kenya and Uganda, protective clothing to the Iranian oil-fields, and 
divans to the Dutch West Indies—these are just a few of the recent 
Remploy export consignments.

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United Kingdom Overseas Trade in May 


UNITED KINGDOM EXPORTS in May were valued at £298.9 
million, imports at £394.4 million, and re-exports at £13.6 million. 


The figures were affected by the strike at the London docks at the 
end of April and the beginning of May. Exports in May were lower 
than they would otherwise have been. The import figures are affected 
earlier than the export figures by interruptions at the docks; the 
April figures were depressed by the strike, and the May figures 
probably included most of the delayed imports. Total imports in the 
last three months, March to May, were little affected by the strike, 
but exports in that period were somewhat lower than they would 
otherwise have been. Both import and export figures for the prev- 
ious three months, December to February, were swollen to some 


extent by the goods delayed by the previous strike in September and 
October last year. 


After eliminating normal seasonal variation, United Kingdom 
exports in March, April and May were 44 per cent. less in valuc 
than in the previous three months, and 14 per cent. below the 
average level of the six months, September to February, which 
include the whole of the period during which the figures were dis- 
torted by the September / October dock strike. In the first five months 
of this year the seasonally adjusted export rate was 24 per cent. 
above that of the year 1960. Imports were arriving in the three 
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tExcluding exposed cinematograph film. Imports in 1960 were at a monthly 
rate of £153,000, United Kingdom exports at a monthly rate of £339,000. 


months at a rate 54 per cent. less than in the previous three months 
and 6 per cent. less than in the six months ended February. Imperts 
in the first five months of this year were 14 per cent. below the 
1960 average. 


The fall in total United Kingdom exports was due mainly to sub- 
stantial reductions in exports to the overseas sterling area and other 
primary producing countries. Exports to these areas were particu- 
larly low in May, and it is possible that they were more severely 
affected by the dock strike than exports to less distant markets, 
because goods which missed their planned shipment had to wait 
longer for another suitable boat. This would, however, explain only 
part of the fall; the principal reason is no doubt a fall in incomes 
in many primary producing countries as a result of reduced demand 
for and prices of commodities, and in some of these countries, the 
imposition of quantitative restrictions on imports. United Kingdom 
exports to the overseas sterling area in the last three months were 
9 per cent. less than in the previous three months, and 6 per cent. 
less than in the previous six months. Exports to Latin America 
were 8 to 9 per cent. less than in the previous three months and 
the previous six months, and exports to the rest of the world, 
excluding Europe and North America (mainly the other primary 
producers) were 13 per cent. less than in the previous three months, 
and 6 per cent. less than in the previous six months. Exports to 
Western Europe continued to rise, and exports to the Soviet Union 
and Eastern Europe, although still comparatively small, were over 
one-third more than in the previous three or six months. Exports 
to the United States fell further, and, in spite of some recovery in 
exports to Canada, exports to North America as a whole were 3 to 
4 per cent. less than in the previous three or six months, and less 
than 2 per cent. above their lowest level last year, in the third 
quarter. 


Exports of engineering preducts, which account for more than 
half of all exports of manufactures, were, allowing for normal sea- 
sonal variation, at a level | per cent. above that of the previous six 
months. There was a 4 per cent. fall from the December-February 
level, partly due to the effect of dock strikes on the figures. The rate 
of exports of machinery and instruments was slightly above that 
in September-February but there was no improvement in cxports 
of road vehicles. Exports of textile manufactures fell, and were 
below the level of a year earlier. There was a slight fall in exports 
of metals and miscellaneous metal manufactures, mainly non- 
ferrous metals. 


Imports in the last three months, March to May, were, on a 
seasonally adjusted basis, £67 million less than in the previous three 
months and £73 million less than the quarterly average of the prev- 
ious six months. In each case about half of the fall was acounted for 
by reductions in imports of materials for industry. Compared with 
December to February imports of basic materials were down by 
£20 million or 7 per cent., and imports of semi-manufactures were 
down by £19 million, or 8 per cent. There were also falls of £21 
million, or 5 per cent., in imports of food, beverages and tobacco, 
and of £11 million, or 8 per cent. in imports of mineral fuels and 
lubricants (almost entirely oil). Imports of finished manufactures 
(capital equipment and consumer goods) showed little change. 


In spite of the September /October dock strike, imports from the 
overseas sterling area were substantially less in December-February 
than in September-November; they fell very little more in the last 
three months. There were moderate falls in the imports from Latin 
America and from the Soviet Union and Eastern Europe and a 
sharp fall, amounting to £21 million, or 21 per cent., in imports from 
other primary producing countries between December-February and 
March-May. Imports from North America also fell sharply, by 
£20 million or 9 per cent. from the December-February level, which 
was already 7 per cent. below that of September to November. 
Imports from Western Europe were £9 million, or 24 per cent. less 
than in the previous three months, but showed no change com- 
pared with the average for the six months, September to February. 


The larger fall in imports than in exports resulted in an improve- 
ment in the balance of trade (the difference between imports c.if. 
and exports and re-exports, f.o.b.), on a seasonally adjusted basis, 
from a deficit of £66 million a month in December-February, and

£76 million a month in September-February, to one of £56 million 
a month in March-May. This compares with an average monthly 
deficit in 1960 of £72 million. The balance of visible trade, as shown 
in the balance of payments, is always substantially more favourable, 
mainly because imports are valued f.o.b. rather than c.i.f. The bal- 
ance of payments on current account also includes receipts and pay- 
ments for services (‘invisibles’) and the overall balance of payments, 
vf course, takes account of capital movements as well. 


Exports 
The chart below shows the recent course of exports to each of 
six main areas of the world. Of a fall of £40 million in total United 
Kingdom exports between December-February and March-May, 
£35 million is accounted for by the reduction in exports to the over- 
seas sterling area; the reduction in the total, compared with Sep- 
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tember-February (quarterly rate) was £15 million, with a correspond- 
ing figure for exports to the sterling area of £22 million. A sharp fall 
in exports to Australia, which brought them 23 per cent. below the 
level of the corresponding period of 1960, accounted for most of 
the fall in sterling area exports compared with September-February. 
There was also a substantial reduction in exports to India, and 
smaller reductions in exports to New Zealand, Nigeria and the 
West Indies; lower deliveries of ships for registration in Bermuda 
contributed to the fall. Exports to South Africa were well main- 
tained, and exports to the Irish Republic rose, and were 16 per cent. 
more than a year earlier. 


Exports to Latin America and the rest of the world, excluding 
Europe and North America, were also falling. In each case the fall 
followed a rise in the latter part of 1960, and compared with a 
year earlier exports to Latin America were down by 6 per cent. 
and to the rest of the world by only 3 per cent. There were particu- 
larly marked falls compared with a year earlier in exports to 
Venezuela, Cuba and China. Exports to Japan, however, were 
54 per cent. up. 


The continued increase in exports to Western Europe (£3 million, 
or | per cent., compared with the previous three months, and £9 
million, or 3 per cent., compared with the quarterly rate in Septem- 
ber-February) was in exports to countries of the European Economic 
Community; there was no further increase in exports to other mem- 
bers of the European Free Trade Association. There have been sub- 
stantial increases in exports to all the E.E.C. countries except 
Western Germany. Compared with the corresponding months of last 
year exports to Italy in the last three months had risen by 31 per 
cent., exports to France by 28 per cent, and exports to Belgium and 
the Netherlands by 21 per cent and 16 per cent. Exports to West 
Germany were 7 per cent. down. Among EFTA countries there 
were substantial increases compared with a year earlier in exports 
to Norway (30 per cent.), Switzerland (13 per cent.) and Portugal 
(29 per cent.). Exports to Sweden were only 3 per cent up, and 
exports to Denmark and Austria were down by 13 per cent. and 27 
per cent. 


Exports to North America show no sign of recovery yet, and may 
be sagging a little further. In the last three months exports to 
Canada were 11 per cent. more than a year earlier, and although this 
increase is more than accounted for by the delivery of the Empress 
of Canada in April, there seems to have been a substantial recovery 
since the summer of last year. Exports to the United States, however, 
were 37 per cent., or £37 million, less than a year earlier. 

Exports to the Soviet Union and Eastern Europe are relatively 
small, and fluctuate substantially. They seem, however, to be mov- 
ing to a higher level. 


Imports 


The charts (on page 1513) show the recent course of imports of 
the main classes of commodities and from the six main areas. The 
downward trend in imports of both basic materials and semi-manu- 
factures is clear; imports of semi-manufactures rose faster, particu- 
larly in the first half of 1960, but began to fall sooner and have 
been falling faster than imports of basic materials. The trend of 
imports of basic materials, however, seems to have reached a peak 
some months before the end of last year and the rate of fall, slight 
at first, may have been increasing in the last few months. The rise in 
imports of food, beverages and tobacco and of fuels towards the 
end of last year, and at the turn of the year, have now proved to be 
temporary; it is possible that the seasonal adjustments applied to the 
figures for food, beverages and tobacco may not fully allow for 
changes in recent years in the seasonal pattern of imports of this 
class of goods as a whole, which could be due to changes in its 
composition, or in relative prices of the different commodities com- 
prised in it, as well as to changes in the seasonal pattern of imports 
of particular commodities. Imports of finished manufactures as a 
whole have shown little tendency to increase lately. 


Imports of food, beverages and tobacco in the last three months 
cost £8 million, or 2 per cent. less than in the corresponding months 
of 1960. There were falls in imports of meat (chiefly Australian beef 
and New Zealand lamb), butter and other dairy products (mainly 
on account of lower prices), sugar, and fruits and vegetables. Partly

compensating increases occurred in livestock, barley, frozen fish and 
beverages. 

It is difficult to determine which commodities are principally res- 
ponsible for the recent fall in imports of basic materials, because 
many of them have strong seasonal import patterns, and seasonally 
adjusted figures are not available. Compared with a year earlier, 
imports of oilseeds, of metal ores and scrap (both ferrous and non- 
ferrous) and of raw cotton were significantly less, and the increase in 
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imports of timber was relatively small. Imports of wool and other 
textile fibres, and of woodpulp, were above the level of a year 
earlier. Most of the fall in imports of semi-manufactures is accounted 
for by iron and steel, non-ferrous metals, and chemicals. Imports 
of iron and steel in the last three months were £13 million, or 5! 
per cent. less than the year earlier, and imports of non-ferrous base 
metals were down by £12 million, or 16 per cent. Imports of wood 
manufactures, mainly plywood and other building board, were

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Import and Export Prices in May 


THERE WAS a further rise of one point in the import price index in 
May while the export price index remained at the same level (112) 
prevailing since the beginning of the year. The rise in the import price 
index to 99 was insufficient to alter the terms of trade index which 
remained at 88 (1954 = 100). 

A rise of about two per cent. in the index for the basic materials 
class of imports was responsible for most of the overall rise in the 
import price index. There were smaller increases in food, beverages 
and tobacco, and also in manufactured goods; in the latter case the 
increase was reflected in a rise of one point in the index. These increases 


were partly offset by a fall of one per cent. in the index for fuels. 


Decreases of one point in the export price indices for both the 
metals and the engineering products group were only partly offset by 
small increases in textiles (not reflected in the index) and other manu- 
factures. Although this resulted in a small decline in the total index for 
manufactured goods, and for exports as a whole, these falls were not 
sufficient to affect the rounded index numbers given in the table below.

down by £14 million, or 9 per cent. On the other hand imports of 
cotton, wool and other textile manufactures, with the notable 
exception of man-made fibre yarn, continued well above last year’s 
levels, with particularly marked increases in wool fabrics from Italy 
and yarns from France. The figures include £5 million of silver bul- 
lion, compared with £2 million a year earlier. 

Among finished manufactures, imports of machinery continued 
to grow strongly, and in the last three months were 28 per cent. 
more than a year earlier, about the same rate of increase as has been 
apparent in the last eighteen months. Imports of motor vehicles 
continue at a moderate level, very much below that of the first 
half of last year. Clothing and footwear imports were only 6 per 
cent. more than a year earlier, after showing increases of 24 per 
cent. on a year earlier in the previous six months, and 58 per cent. 
in the first eight months of 1960; imports from Hong Kong, Western 


Germany, Belgium and United States were less than a year earlier.

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Exports and Size of Firms 


[HERE HAS BEEN in recent months some public discussion 
and controversy about the place of large firms in our export trade. 
‘he contribution which larger companies make to exports reflects 
in the main the dominance of their position in British industry and 
the suitability of their products for sale overseas. A number of 
industries which contribute importantly to our export trade are 
‘large firm industries’. 


It is easy to identify a large slice of British exports as the output 
of a small number of large companies. For example, total exports 
of cars and chassis in 1960 accounted for nearly 7 per cent. of 
United Kingdom exports and these were substantially the sales 
of six companies. 


Some of these companies are included in the relatively small 
number of manufacturers that account for a large part of tractor 
output; exports of tractors and parts were 3 per cent. of total 
exports. Commercial vehicles and chassis, exported mainly by car 
exporters and a few specialist manufacturers, represent another 
3 per cent. of total exports. Half-a-dozen companies probably 
account for the bulk of our exports of chemicals which contributed 
¥Y per cent. to the total. Another 6 per cent. was exports of iron 
and steel, consisting very largely of tubes, tinplate and structural 
steel - the product, in the main, of a handful of companies. 

Exports of petroleum products, 3 per cent. of total exports, and 
aircraft, aero engines and parts, 4 per cent., were clearly the out- 
put of a few groups. Other substantial contributors to exports are 
whisky, plate glass, yarns of man-made fibres, electric cables and 
boiler house plant; all are made in industries in which production 
is concentrated in large firms. 


There are, however, many smaller businesses which have some 
speciality to sell and which have a very good export trade. It is 


invidious to particularize here for there are many such firms but, 
as examples, some of the exporters of special steels are in this 
category, and a large part of the wool and pottery industries. 


Comprehensive figures of the composition of the trade of every 
industrial firm do not exist, so it is not possible to make a com- 
plete analysis of the export performance of firms of varying size 
making similar goods. Returns are, however, collected on a monthly 
or quarterly basis from many firms in industries which fall within 
the Board of Trade’s field of statistical responsibility. A large 
number of these returns have been analysed with respect to the 
value of exports in relation to total sales (or, in a few cases, total 
production). This investigation has been carried out in two parts, 
dealing on the one hand with the engineering and electrical 
industries (Order VI of the Standard Industrial Classification except 
headings 35 and 352), and on the other with a number of manu- 
facturing industries of diverse characteristics. 


The engineering industries present a complex pattern of over- 
lapping activities and ownerships; the large enterprises often control 
many establishments making, between them, a wide range of pro- 
ducts, while many smaller firms carry out relatively simple processes 
as sub-contractors or make components for other firms in the same 
industry. 


It is useful in these industries to examine figures relating to com- 
plete enterprises ~ that is, to consider as one unit all the engineering 
establishments belonging to the same parent company; since, if size 
is an important factor in export performance it is probably the size 
of the whole group, including its selling organization, that is rele- 
vant. Of necessity, any establishments not engaged in engineering,

or in those branches of engineering not within the Board of Trade’s 
purview (e.g. radio and electronics, and telecommunications) are 
excluded from the analysis in the absence of complete information 
relating to them. The collation of the large number of separate 
returns for analysis on an establishment basis, has been practicable 
only for a single quarter, the first three months of 1960. 


For this period all enterprises in the engineering and electrical 
industries were arranged in a number of size groups corresponding 
to the total value of sales by the enterprise in that quarter. The 
total was analysed according to the different groups of products sold 
and the proportion exported calculated for each product group and 
for the total. The export figures collected include only firms’ own 
products exported directly or known to be destined for export 
through merchants or shipping houses. 


The results are presented in Table 1. In this table data relating 
to a multi-product enterprise are included, so far as relevant, against 
each product, but the enterprise is always represented in the same 
column. Consequently some figures shown for large size groups 
may relate to a rather small sales value, where the product con- 
cerned is a side-line of an enterprise. Moreover, some figures relate 
to a comparatively small number of firms and show considerable 
variation. Individual figures are therefore less significant than the 
trend over a range of several size groups. The product groups shown 
are not exhaustive, but cover only the more important: the major 
omissions are the residual categories covering general jobbing work 
and miscellaneous products, although these have been included in 
the totals. 


Since jobbing and sub-contract work, which has little or no direct 
export content, and component manufacture are done to a relatively 
reater extent by small firms than by large, the export proportion 
or the smallest size groups is, in total, small both for mechanical 


and electrical engineering. Some part of the output of these small 


firms will be incorporated in machines exported by larger 
manufacturers. 


Overseas buyers usually purchase complete machines and not 
parts for assembly. Apart from the special case of the smallest 
size-group, the total figures do indicate some tendency, though not 
very pronounced, for large firms to export a bigger proportion 
of their output than small firms. This tendency is a good deal 
stronger among electrical engineering firms than among mechanical 
engineering firms. The proportions in electrical engineering are, 
however, smaller than in mechanical engineering in all size groups, 
and this suggests that the size of firm is not the only factor affecting 
export performance, since electrical engineering shows a higher 
concentration of production in the hands of large firms than does 
mechanical engineering. 


Examination of the figures for different kinds of goods confirms 
this impression and shows that for some items there are medium- 
sized and small firms with a good export trade; but that a con- 
sideration much more important than size is the nature of the goods 
produced. Exports of, for example, industrial engines, textile 
machinery, contractors’ plant and office machinery form a sub- 
stantial proportion of total output of these goods. Among firms 
producing them the export proportion is above the general average 
even for medium-sized and small firms. This explains the high 
export proportion among firms with a quarterly turnover of £3 
million to £4 million; for this group includes an exceptionally large 
concentration of firms producing these specially exportable goods. 


Non-engineering Industries 


The general conclusion that export performance depends mainly 
on the nature of the goods produced and secondarily on the size of

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Orders, Deliveries, Productions and Exports in the Engineering Industries 


NET NEW ORDERS received by the industries producing engineering 
and electrical goods (Order VI of the Standard Industrial Classifica- 
tion), locomotives and railway track equipment, railway carriages and 
wagons, heavy commercial vehicles and wheeled tractors were again 
high in April, 18 per cent. more than a year earlier. This increase was 
about the same as in March and, like the March figure, was inflated 
by some large orders for a new power station. Net new export orders 
fell sharply from the high rate in March. The index numbers of net 
new orders, which are calculated from statistics of orders on hand and 
deliveries, are very sensitive to changes in the levels of crders on hand; 
the index numbers of new export orders in the first quarter, previously 
published, have been revised upward, substantially, in the light of 
more complete information now available and it is now estimated that 
they were 4 per cent. more than a year earlier. Although deliveries of 
both home and export markets have increased steadily the heavy 
inflow of new orders in the first four months of the year led to 
lengthening order books. At the end of April the volume of orders on 
hand was 10 per cent. more than at the beginning of the year; the 
volume of orders on hand for the home market was 12 per cent. more. 


It is provisionally estimated that the volume of production in the 
engineering and electrical goods industries in April was 9 per cent. 
more than a year earlier. Taking March and April together to eliminate 
the effect of the changed date of Easter it was 5 per cent. more. In the 
first four months of 1961 production was 3 per cent. more than a year 
earlier, the corresponding increase in the fourth quarter of 1960 was 
4 per cent. Growth in output in recent months has been confined to 
production of capital goods mainly in the mechanical engineering 
sector. Electrical engineering output has fallen mainly because of 
reduced production of consumer goods. 


Statistics of engineering output in the first quarter are now available 
in more detail and the values of deliveries of certain broad categories 
of mechanical and electrical engineering products are shown in 
table 3. These confirm that deliveries of a wide range of capital goods 
continued to increase in the first quarter. The expanding industries 
include those producing agricultural machinery, machine tools, 
engineers’ tools, textile machinery, contractors’ plant, office machinery, 
mining machinery, spaceheating, ventilating and air-conditioning 
equipment and chemical plant. In the electrical sector experience has 
been more varied. Deliveries of switchgear and control gear and 
insulated wires and cables have continued to expand rapidly. The 
value of deliveries of domestic electrical appliances in the second half 
of 1960 was 10 per cent. less than a year earlier but was recovering in 
the first quarter of 1961 when it was 2 per cent. less than in the first 
quarter of 1960. Deliveries of electrical equipment for vehicles also 
were reduced. Deliveries of rotating electrical machines, which include 
small motors for domestic appliances as well as the larger capital items, 
fell in the third quarter of 1960 but by the first quarter of 1961 were 
more than a year earlier. 


An account of the statistics of deliveries, orders on hand and 
net new orders in Table 1 for the wider group of engineering and 
allied industries with definitions of the industries covered was 
published in an article in the Board of Trade Journal on July 22, 1960 
(page 182). A description of the scheme of engineering statistics 
with details of the basis and scope of the statistics in Tables 2 and 3 
and definitions of the industries covered appeared in an article in the 
Board of Trade Journal on May 8, 1959 (page 1077).

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Deliveries of Scientific and Industrial Instruments and Apparatus — First Quarter 1961 


THe voLumeE of deliveries of scientific and industrial instruments 
and apparatus in the first quarter of 1961 was 4 per cent. more than a 
year earlier. Although this increase is less than in recent years the 
tendency for export deliveries to grow more rapidly continued; in the 
first quarter of 1961 deliveries for export were 21 per cent. more than 
in the first quarter of 1960. 


The increase in total deliveries was spread over all categories of 
instruments except nautical, aeronautical and gunnery control instru- 
ments for which the value of deliveries was 17 per cent. less than in 
the first quarter of 1960 although exports were 7 per cent. more. 
Deliveries of optical instruments were little changed but exports were 
5 per cent. less. The values of total deliveries of electrical measuring 
instruments, electronic computers, industrial process measuring and 
control instruments and other scientific instruments were all sub- 
stantially higher than a year earlier but exports of electronic computers 
were 35 per cent. less.

Domestic Furniture Deliveries 


MANUFACTURERS’ deliveries of domestic furniture in May are 
estimated on the basis of returns from a sample of manufacturers 
at a value of £11.4 million.

Record Number of Visitors in First Four Months 
of 1961 


BRITAIN’S booming tourist industry is breaking all records again 
this year, says the British Travel and Holidays Association. Figures 
just released by the Association, Britain’s official tourist organization, 
show that more than 122,260 overseas visitors arrived in this country 
in April, bringing the total for the first four months of 1961 to 349,000 — 
17 per cent. more than in the same period last year. 

‘This total for the four off-peak months was almost equal to the 
number of visitors arriving in a whole year when we first launched the 
“Come to Britain’’ campaign just after the war,’ said a London 
spokesman of the B.T.H.A., who went on to say that April’s tourist 
figure was almost exactly the same as for the same month last year. 
‘This was expected,’ he added. ‘Although most of Easter fell in April, 
the holiday actually started at the end of March and so accounted 
for a very large increase — 39 per cent. — on that month’s total. Easter 
usually marks the beginning of the main overseas-visitor season and 
we have noticed in the past that the March and April figures depend 
very much on the date of that holiday.’ 

United States visitors in April numbered 28,680, which brought the 
total for the first four months of the year to 67, 800 — an increase of 
10 per cent. 

Visitors from Central and South American countries in the period 
January to April increased by 30 per cent. to 6,400. ‘It is to cater for the 
increasing number of visitors from these and other Spanish-language 
countries that Spanish was added to London’s English, French and 
German Teletourist services earlier this week, said the B.T.H.A. 
spokesman.

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Trading Opportunities in West Germany 


These are extracts from the second report issued by the Export Council for Europe. 


The 


first, published in May, entitled Trading Opportunities in Europe (Part One), covered Austria, 
Denmark, France, Italy, Norway, Spain, Portugal, Sweden and Switzerland. 


(See Board of Trade Journal of May 19, page 1173) 


A MISSION from the Export Council for Europe, led by the 
chairman, Sir William McFadzean, spent the first week of May 
in West Germany as part of the programme of seeing at first hand 
all the countries covered by the Council. After initial talks in Bonn 
and Cologne the Mission divided into small groups who, between 
them, visited Berlin, Bremen, Dusseldorf and other centres in the 
Ruhr, Frankfurt, Hamburg, Munich and Stuttgart, before coming 
together in Hanover to see the Fair and have final meetings. 


During their visit the Mission met Government Ministers and 
officials, the British Trade Council in Germany, and a wide cross- 


section of bankers, industrial and commercial men, both British 
and German. 


In an Opening message in the Report, Sir William referred to 
West Germany as ‘a tremendously exciting and challenging market, 
particularly in the breadth of opportunity and the encouragement 
being given to imports. Industry is booming, demanding more and 
more plant and mechanization and causing bottlenecks in pro- 
duction which we might well satisfy. The standard of living, already 
high, is rising and with it the demand for all types of goods 
including luxuries. 


‘British exports to West Germany have trebled since 1955 and 
doubled since 1958 and, including re-exports, are now running at 
the rate of about £190 million per annum. This still represents less 
than 5 per cent. of present imports. Our Mission has no hesitation 
in saying that these figures could and should be substantially 
increased. As an indication of opportunities we are attaching to this 
report an appendix prepared by the Economic Minister and his 
staff showing some most illuminating figures for different products. 

‘To succeed a substantial and sustained effort is required. Firms 
which expect quick results, or who are not prepared to stay, should 
not attempt to start. Those who go in, paying full attention to the 
requirements of this great market will, we are confident, not be 
disappointed.’ 


The Open Door 


THE REPORT points out that West Germany’s vital statistics 
closely resemble those of the United Kingdom. There are striking 
parallels in size, population and industrial development. In both 
countries there is very full employment and the lurking bogey of 
inflation. In both the only abundant raw material is coal. With her 
economy at full stretch and an unemployment figure of only 0.8 per 
cent., Germany’s production is beginning to show gaps. Delivery 
times are lengthening and there are shortages. 

To make these good, and with the general support of organized 
industry and commerce, the Government is now encouraging 
imports. These increased by 19.1 per cent. in 1960 and at present 
total £310 million per month. 


Britain’s share in 1960 remained static at 4.6 per cent., or £15 
million per month. Considerably more could clearly have been 
made of this opportunity, which our competitors have not been 
slow to seize. Germany’s door is still wide open to British exporters 
if they can match the best in quality, price or technical efficiency. 
Both actually and potentially, the market is a tremendous one and 
this is the right moment to enter it. 


There are several distinct areas in which an effective effort could 
now be made. West Berlin, for example, with a population of over 
two millions, is not only West Germany’s greatest city but is also 
its largest manufacturing centre. Berlin’s imports rose by 25 per 
cent. to £6.5 million in 1960. Britain’s share of this was only 8.6 
per cent., a figure which could be increased substantially by a 
stronger selling effort. Greater advantage could be taken, too, of 
tax concessions and other incentives available to companies 
registered in Berlin. 

Bavaria, hitherto regarded as mainly agricultural, is fast becoming 
industrialized. Munich, with over a million inhabitants, is a trading 
metropolis. 

In the north, Hamburg and Bremen are flourishing centres for 
international trade which would welcome more British goods. 


Together they form an excellent springboard for the new exporter 
from this country and good agents are available. International 
competition, however, is very keen. 

Frankfurt is the main banking centre and besides chemicals has 
many new industries. The Stuttgart region, too, has been rapidly 
industrialized since the war. Great opportunities exist for expansion 
of trade in these southern areas where British goods are little known. 


The industrial Ruhr is booming and here Britain has a first-rate 
reputation for quality and fair commercial practice. Our quality 
goods are being bought on their merits despite their sometimes 
higher prices, wherever salesmanship has been efficient. Here, as 
elsewhere in the Federal Republic, prosperity has encouraged more 
expensive tastes. 

Throughout Germany the standard of living is high and is rising, 
and more German people are buying quality and luxury goods. 

With German industry so fully employed, mechanization, auto- 
mation, and all forms of labour-saving equipment are increasingly 
wanted. Modern specialization is so great that no one country can 
supply every need. If British products and techniques can measure 
up to the challenge of this rich, competitive market, there are 
great prizes to be won. 


Firms which have gained a foothold in Germany should be 
prepared to maintain their effort. Technical and after-sales service 
is a prerequisite to sales of all plant and equipment. The German 
buyer, who is discriminating and can select from all the markets 
of the world, is impressed by British quality, but insistent that parts 
should be available immediately. Sales, promising at the outset, 
have been lost through lack of attention to this point. 


For consumer goods fashion and styles are changing rapidly and 
regularly. The tastes of the public should be studied carefully but 
local styles should not always or necessarily be imitated. 


Despite the fact that except in Hamburg and Bremen good agents 
are becoming scarce, British goods should be sold by Germans 
wherever this is possible, except in the case of highly technical 
equipment. 

Successful selling depends upon supplies being consistently avail- 
able. Centralized stocks of the most popular items of consumer 
goods should be provided in Germany as well as the most commonly 
required spare parts for capital equipment. Despite the strain of 
financing consignment or depot stocks this is a vitally important 
factor. 

Catalogues and sales literature, price lists and quotations, weights 
and measures should all fit local requirements. Use of the German 


language and currency metric system and c.i.f. quotations is 
essential. 


The Opportunities 


OPPORTUNITIES for an expansion of British exports are to 
be found within every sector of the German economy and in every 
part of the country. Apart from restrictions on coal, livestock and 
certain foodstuffs, virtually the whole range of German imports 
needs is open to competing foreign firms. Salesmanship, however, 
must be thorough, for German buyers are selective and the public 
is a discriminating one. Opportunity is especially favourable to new 
exports having the feature of quality and novelty, or which are 
labour saving. 
Capital Goods and Machinery 
German manufacturers have to contend at present with a number 

of production bottlenecks. Deliveries have been delayed and some 
important gaps have opened which British firms could fill. Although 
there will always be a market for specialized equipment, the pre- 
sent position has revealed additional opportunities for such goods as . 

Electronic equipment and components, 

Machine tools for metal and woodworking, 

Marine pumps and engines, 

Specialized tools for aircraft and shipbuilding industries,

Factory trucks, 

Refrigeration equipment, 

Printing machinery, 

Textile machinery, 

Laundry equipment, 

Scientific and measuring instruments, 
Earth-moving equipment,

Germany’s post-war rebuilding programme is still in full swing 
and in Berlin earlier restrictions on foreign tenders have been lifted. 
Constructional equipment of all kinds is in demand, but must 
comply with stringent building and safety regulations. The use of 
wooden scaffolding is still noticeable especially in Berlin. 

Housing developments, and with them the need for shopping 
centres requiring modern fitments, suggest openings for enterprising 
suppliers of labour-saving equipment, for both constructional and 
consumer use. 

Germans are increasingly using automatic vending machines and 
this is one more market. 


Agriculture so far is not as highly mechanized as in Britain and 
there is a growing market for all types of machinery and imple- 
ments. Any agreement within the European Economic Community 
which might expose German agriculture to greater competition 
from its partners would tend to accelerate the trend towards 
mechanization. Britain contributed 41.1 per cent. of the needs of 
this section of the German market in 1959, but this proportion 
sank to 36.3 per cent. in 1960 even though the total value of 
British exports increased by one-third. 

There are no complaints regarding the quality of British machine 
tools. On the contrary, German users acknowledge these to be 
among the finest available although some designs are considered 
old-fashioned. German machine tool manufacturers have recently 
reduced their prices and delivery times in order to match foreign 
quotations and there is a tendency for German industrial buyers 
to prefer home makes where price and delivery terms are similar. 


Before attempting to enter the German market British manu- 
facturers should carry out a careful market research preferably in 
consultation with the British consulates who are able to make 
specialist advice available. 

Consideration ought sometimes to be given to manufacture or 
assembly under licence, or to setting up subsidiary companies. 
Experience has shown that in this way even direct sales can be 
increased because of the greater volume of overall sales and the 
need for auxiliary or complementary products this involves. 


Consumer Durables 


With many new homes being built, the need for household 
appliances remains large. A good market exists for both modern 
and reproduction furniture. Britain’s share of German imports of 
china and pottery increased in 1960 and demand for these goods 
continues. There is a market in many parts of Germany for kitchen 
utensils and equipment of all types beyond what German industry 
can supply. ; 

Much could be done to increase the sale of British cars in 
Germany. Despite a small improvement in 1960 British sales were 
still only 6.4 per cent. of total imports in that year. In spite of 
isolated and commendable successes the general story is one of 
criticism, especially because of the difficulty of getting British spare 
parts locally and, the lack of an adequate after-sales service. There 
is definitely a market for certain types of British cars, particularly 
the larger models and sports cars, but no general expansion can 
be looked for here until these valid criticisms have been met. 
Caravans are increasingly popular but need to be light enough 
for easy towing by small cars in mountainous country. 

One surprising British success has been in the sale of wys to 
Germany, demonstrating constructively what can be achieved 
against traditional odds. An increase of 76 per cent. in 1960 boosted 
our sales to nearly £500,000 in a country with a world-wide reputa- 
tion for making and selling toys. Toy models, however, should be 
of German rather than of British originals. 


Textiles, Clothing and Leather Goods 


British carpets provide another encouraging story of what can 
be achieved by determination to sell and attention to detail. Before 
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1958 our total annual carpet sales to Germany did not exceed 
£10,000, but in that year this industry exhibited comprehensively 
at the Frankfurt Fair and followed this through actively. In 1960 
sales exceeded £600,000, and in April 1961 a mission of German 
buyers was invited to visit British mills and showrooms. Orders 
were placed on the spot, valuable contacts were made and a sub- 
stantial increase in future business now seems certain. 

Other household goods for which sales prospects are good include 
furnishing fabrics. The best British products are already selling well; 
in the lower qualities comparable success has not yet been achieved, 
but could be. Closer attention to market requirements is called for. 

British woollen and worsted suits remain popular with the 
wealthy, but the market is limited. There is also an increasing 
demand for cheaper, ready-made clothes in colours and styles not 
necessarily British. This could be a profitable market if our styles 
were adapted to local tastes and prices made competitive. Quality 
rainwear offers a further opportunity. 

High-grade leather goods provide a rewarding though small 
market. The sale of British footwear, however, has been most dis- 
appointing and despite one notable success our share of Germany's 
imports shrank to 1.7 per cent. during 1960; a year during which 
Germany bought 36 per cent. more leather footwear from abroad. 
Consumable Goods 

Although quota restrictions still exist in certain commodities, the 
German public is developing a taste for foreign foodstuffs, includ- 
ing canned goods, frozen foods, and jams and marmalades. With 
this demand, there is increased readiness to pay for foreign pro- 
ducts. There is a good market for foreign confectionery, despite a 
duty on sugar, but the Germans have yet to learn the taste and 
range of British cheeses. Chickens and eggs can both be sold, 
particularly in Berlin where memories of the airlift still persist. 
Too few British delicacies are as yet available in the shops. 


Main Recommendations 

Visits to Germany 

Top priority should be given to the encouragement of visits to 
Germany by managing, sales, or export directors, so that they may 
be able to assess the opportunities for their companies accurately 
and at first hand. No amount of statistics, market reports or other 
written material, however admirably done, can compare in value 
with personal contacts at board level. 


Visits to Britain 


Outstanding recent successes achieved by carefully chosen 
missions from German retail organizations and from buyers for the 
carpet industry have demonstrated the worth of such visits on two 
main grounds. First, because Germans in general do not realize 
the scope and efficiency of British industry, and by coming to see 
they are both surprised and impressed. Secondly, because contacts 
made in this way can and do lead to lasting and fruitful business 
connections. 

A mission of textiles buyers, consisting of owners and purchasers 
from North German stores, each of which has an annual turnover 
of more than two million D-marks, will be visiting the United 
Kingdom in October this year. Similar missions from leading mail 
order firms and from buyers of machine tools are planned. Some 
British firms bring their agents and dealers to the United Kingdom. 
It would be an advantage if more could be encouraged to do so. 


Trade Fairs 


Trade fairs in Germany are highly developed. Most of these 
are sectional and international and are attended by buyers from 
many countries. The proportion of foreign exhibitors is increasing. 

For a British firm considering selling in Germany a visit by a 
senior executive to the appropriate trade fair provides the best and 
easiest way of discovering what his potential competitors are offer- 
ing. For a firm already doing business exhibiting usually brings an 
expansion of that business. The attendance of staff competent in 
languages, as well as in commercial and technical matters, is 
essential. 

The Board of Trade policy of providing initial help in sponsoring 
a joint exhibit has been working well. Successes have been achieved, 
notably in the carpet and electrical industries. The fact that more 
joint exhibits are being planned is much to be welcomed. But in 
as. after being introduced, an industry should stand on its 
own feet.

Common Market and Unemployment 


The President was asked whether he was aware that British firms 
were seeking to establish subsidiaries or other alliances inside the 
boundaries of the Common Market countries and to what extent 
this was likely to endanger the future prospects of employment in 
Great Britain. Replying Mr. Macpherson said the President was 
aware that British firms were investing in Common Market countries 
through the establishment of subsidiaries and otherwise, He did not 
regard overseas investment by British enterprises in Europe or else- 
where as being a threat to employment in this country. 


Wednesday June 21 
Misleading Descriptions of Goods 


Asked to state in how many cases of misleading or false descrip- 
tion of goods proceedings had been taken by him, and by organiza- 
tions authorized by him, such as the Retail Trading Standards 
Association, under the relevant section of the Merchandise Marks 
Acts, Mr. Maudling replied, ‘Since it is open to anybody to 
take proceedings in respect of the matters referred to by the hon. 
Member, there is no need for the Board of Trade to authorize other 
organizations to take such proceedings and the Board of Trade has 
no record of their number.

Dollar Liberalization 
The President was asked whether, having regard to the United 


Kingdom’s present balance of payments, the Government had recon- 
sidered their policy of dollar liberalization; and with what result. 


Mr. Niall Macpherson replied that dollar liberalization accounted 
for only a small part of our increased exports; it was by expanding 


our exports and not by restrictive trade policies that we must improve 
our trade balance. 


Exports of Flax to Australia 


A member asked the President what representations had been made 
to the Australian Government regarding the increase in the duty from 
274 per cent. to the equivalent of 48 per cent. on the importation of 
flax into Australia, including those goods which are now in transit; 
and what effect this increase in tariffs will have on the exports of the 
British flax trade. 


in reply Mr. Niall Macpherson said that he assumed that the question 
referred to the recent change in the duty on canvas and duck of flax 
previously dutiable at 274 per cent. The new duty on these goods had 
been imposed in accordance with the terms and procedure ‘aid down 
in our Trade Agreement. It would take some time before the effect on 
our trade could be judged.

Spaldings move from London to Northern Ireland

The company has leased a 100,000 sq. ft. factory now being 
built by the Northern Ireland Ministry of Commerce, and installation 
of machinery and equipment valued at £250,000 is to start in 
November. Building and equipment of Spalding’s Monkstown 
factory will cost a total of about £650,000. Land has been reserved 
to allow for doubling the size of the factory. 


Spaldings state that the move is being. made in order to keep 
pace with the growing demand for their products. The company will 
introduce at Monkstown new manufacturing methods on which their 
research and development division have been working. Within two 
years the Monkstown factory will employ 400 operatives. 


Spaldings choice of Northern Ireland for their new factory was 
made after extensive study of possible sites throughout the United 
Kingdom. “We were influenced by a number of factors’, said Mr. 
R. F. Sammell, managing director. ‘First was the availability of 
workers. We were immensely impressed, too, by the helpfulness of 
the Ministry of Commerce, who have taken endless pains to adapt 
their standard factory specification to our special requirements.

Pumping Station Equipment for Iraq 

Electrical controls for seventeen pumping stations are to be 
supplied by Brookhirst Igranic Ltd., a company in the Metal 
Industries Group, to the City of Baghdad Sewerage Board for a 
new main drainage scheme. The order has been placed by 
Pulsometer Engineering of Reading. Consultants and civil engineers 
for the scheme are John Taylor & Sons. 


Fishing Vessels for Ghana 


A £1 million contract was signed on May 9 at Accra between the 
Government of Ghana represented by the Minister of Agriculture, 
the Hon. Kojo Botsio and Messrs. Seawork, Ltd., of London, for 
the construction of six long-range fishing vessels, at the latter’s ship- 
yards in the United Kingdom. The new fleet will consist of four 
Tuna-Purseiners and two Stern-Trawlers of modern “Hydroconic” 
hull design incorporating many new features aimed to produce a 
highly efficient and productive unit in Ghana's growing economy. 
The designers, Messrs. Burness Corlett & Partners of London have 
for some months past carried out exhaustive researches and tests, 
in consultation with the Fisheries Division of the Ministry of 
Agriculture, Ghana, and the shipbuilders, before submitting final 
plans for approval. 


Wire Ropes for India 


Martin, Black & Co. (Wire Ropes) Ltd., of Coatbridge, have re- 
ceived an order for wire rope for use in the Durgapur steel works 
in India. This order went initially to Germany, but because the 
Continental manufacturers could not meet the delivery dates, the 
order was given to Martin-Black in view of good service with 
another recent bulk order for India. It involves 108,200 feet of 
wire -. made up of more that 1,000 lengths of rope that vary 
from 1” to 5S” circumference. The wire for this order will come 
from Martin-Black’s associate company, The Speedwell Wire Co. 
Ltd., also of Coatbridge. Many of the lengths of rope require end 
fittings, which will provide considerable work for the Martin-Black 
splicing department. 


Machine Tools for Overseas Countries 


Midgley & Sutcliffe Ltd., a member of The George Cohen 600 
Group Ltd., of Leeds who manufacture the ‘Richmond’ range of 
milling machines and radial drills, have received one of their 
largest orders for milling and drilling machines, from Norman 
N. Benson & Co. Pty. Ltd. of Camperdown, New South Wales, 
a large machine tool distributing organization with coverage in the 
industrial areas of Australia. 


Cleansing Vehicles for Aden 


Aden Municipality has placed a £23,000 repeat order with 
Scammell Lorries Ltd., for more Scarab articulated outfits to meet 
an increasing problem of refuse collection and street cleansing 
caused by a large building programme. Placed through Scammell’s 
local agents, Cory Bros. & Co. Ltd., the order calls for nine petrol- 
engined Scammeil Scarab 3-ton mechanical horses, nine 9 cu. yd. 
side-loading refuse collectors, and seven 300-gallon tank semi- 
trailers. 


Steel Super structure for New Bridge Across the Nile 


Braithwaite & Co. Structural Ltd., have been awarded the contract 
to supply a steel super structure for the new bridge across the Nile 
at Karuma Falls. The project sponsored by the Ministry of Works, 
Uganda, comprises three continuous welded plate girder spans of 
65ft., 160ft., and 50ft., to carry a 24ft. roadway. The same company 
have supplied the Gezira Board (Development Scheme) in the Sudan 
with water storage tanks with a capacity of five million gallons. The 
scheme was referred to by the Duke of Edinburgh recently when he 
gave this year’s Graham Clark lecture to members of the Institute 
of Civil, Mechanical and Electrical Engineers. Braithwaite’s part in 
the project was to supply 650 pressed steel tanks in various sizes and 
about 250 cubic tanks together with steelwork for supporting struc- 
tures. 
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This Coventry Climax fork lift truck recently handled 6,750 A.E.I. 
washing machines for export to Australia. The machines, packed at 
Grantham by Barrett Packaging Ltd., were handled at an average 
rate of one a minute by a special assembly line set up for the operation. 


Napier Engines for Australia 


D. Napier & Son Ltd., have announced that Napier ‘Deltic’ diesel 
engines worth over {1,000,000 have been ordered by the Royal 
Australian Navy as replacement power plants for six of their “Ton’ 
class minesweepers. ‘The ships are to be re-engined with Deltics as 
part of a modernization programme that will be carried out in British 
shipyards, starting in mid-1961. They should be ready to be sailed 
back to Australia by the summer of 1962. 


Internal Telephone Equipment for United States 


The United States subsidiary of Modern Telephone of London, 
Modern Telephone Corporation, New York, has been awarded the 
contract for internal telephone equipment for London Terrace, New 
York, claimed to be the largest apartment building in the world. The 


amount of United Kingdom equipment included in the order is 
worth about £20,000. 


Film Equipment for Latin America 


Machines and ancillary equipment worth about £300,000 to pro- 
duce transparent cellulose film in Mexico and Colombia, are to be 
supplied by Dobson & Barlow Machinery Sales, a subsidiary of 
Textile Machinery Makers and a member of the Stone-Platt Group. 
The contract constitutes the first cellulose film producing plant to be 
installed in Colombia and an extension of the existing film plant in 
Mexico. Deliveries are expected to start towards the end of this year 
and be completed by the autumn of 1962. 


Furleen Coats for U.S.S.R. 


The U.S.S.R., one of the world’s largest fur producers, has bought 
£50,000 worth of Bri-Nylon Furleen coats from the Bishop Auckland, 
Co. Durham, factory of Astraka Ltd. The order is said to have been 
obtained in the face of fierce competition, and is only a sample one.

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Exports and Size of Firms (Continued) 


the firm concerned is borne out by an examination of the figures 
for a number of industries outside the general engineering field. 
The industries are those for which export information is readily 
available for analysis. They do not include industries whose 
exports are very small; or for which the regular returns, being 
designed for other purposes, do not include export information. 


A few industries have been omitted because of the risk of the 
detailed figures disclosing the experience of individual firms. The 
industries included, which are shown in Table 2, are sufficiently 
heterageneous to make the interconnections of substantially less 
importance than in the case of engineering. Consequently the analysis 
has been made in terms of the returns as received which usually 
relate to individual establishments. Returns are confined to figures 
about specific commodities. 


The analysis is of all the returns received over a recent period of 
twelve months in 1959/60. It follows that data relating to an enter- 
prise owning several factories engaged in producing different com- 
modities may be included in any coloumn or row of Table 2 


according to the annual output by the particular factories of the 
kinds of goods specified. 


The commodity groups in Table 2 are arranged in the order of 
the average size of the firm making them, measured by the annual 
output of those goods as shown in the first column. The average 
proportion of this turnover accounted for by exports is shown in 
the adjoining column, and it will be seen that the percentages in 
that column are in no particular order. Among these commodities, 
musical instruments are made, in general, by the smallest firms 
with an average turnover of less than £30,000 a year, but the export 
proportion is one of the highest, 58 per cent. 


The smallest export proportion in the list, 12 per cent is recorded 
for motor vehicle components, which are made in relatively large 
establishments with an average turnover of over £14 million a year. 
Musical instruments, however, are ‘final demand’ goods for which 
there are good markets abroad. Motor vehicle components are 
needed mainly for incorporation in complete vehicles (for which the 
export proportion is high) and demand for them as separate com- 
modities no doubt depends to a large extent on the need for them 
as replacements of worn out parts originally incorporated in new 
vehicles, (though, of course, British components are also exported 
for incorporation in foreign vehicles). Again, polishes and pottery 
are made in firms with average output of much the same amount, 
£199,000 against £207,000, but the average export proportion for 
polishes is 18 per cent, that for pottery 40 per cent. 


It is probable that further research would show a considerable 
dispersion about these averages for different types of output. Statis- 
tical returns give no information about the quality or design of the 
goods returned against the various headings, but it is to be expected 
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that factors of this kind are important in regard to such things as 
pottery, lace, toilet preparations, linoleum and motor cars, Indeed 
the high export proportions of 50 per cent. and over for a number 
of quite small motor car manufacturers suggests specialized produc- 
tion with a possibly limited appeal - but an appeal to buyers 
overseas. 

From the rows of figures in Table 2 it is clear that there is a fairly 
general tendancy for large firms to export a higher proportion of 
their output than smaller ones. For scientific instruments and motor 
vehicles components the export proportion increases with every 
increase in the average turnover, and there is only a little less regu- 
larity for linoleum, polishes, sports goods, toys and hand tools, all 
goods of which the largest producers export much more both 
absolutely and relatively than the smallest. There are, however, 
some commodities which are exported just as successfully by firms 
of almost all sizes such as wheeled tractors, lace, fountain pens, 
powered industrial trucks and cinematograph apparatus. 


In only one case do small firms seem to be rather more successful 
than large in selling overseas; but that is toilet preparations for which 
is has been suggested above that some aspect of quality or fashion, 
best shown perhaps in a few specialist lines, may be of peculiar 
importance. 

This analysis has been carried out in terms of the proportion 
of sales accounted for by exports. Since this proportion is usually 
rather greater for large firms than for small it is, of course, a 
truism that when output is concentrated mainly among large firms, 
they account for most of the exports of a given commodity. There is 
often a close link between size and export performance. Some goods 
are in themselves so large or complex that only firms of a certain 
size can effectively undertake their production. This is clearly the 
case for ships and aircraft but is also largely true of some commodi- 
ties considered here, as, for example, heavy electrical machinery 
and switchgear, water tube boilers and locomotives. 


Other kinds of goods are produced most efficiently by highly 
developed mass production techniques as in the case of industrial 
engines, domestic electric appliances, linoleum and motor cars; and 
these techniques can be applied with maximum effect only by firms 
with considerable resources of labour, plant and working capital. For 
goods of these kinds large firms predominate, and it will be noted 
from the tables that the general average of export performance of 
all firms making them is not very different from the figures for the 
largest firms. But even in these industries small-scale producers can 
often earn a reward.

Export Achievements (Continued) 


Exports of China 


Orders received by Josiah Wedgwood and Sons Ltd., from export 
markets during 1960 were increased by 27 per cent. over 1959. The 
greater part of the firms exports go to dollar markets. 


This information was revealed by the Hon. Josiah Wedgwood, 
chairman of the company, at the opening of the exhibition of recent 
and new designs at their Wigmore Street, London, showrooms in 
January last. 


Doulton Fine China Ltd., have announced that about 60 per cent. 
of the total value of production of their English translucent china was 
sold to overseas markets, especially those sections of the market 
dominated by German, Japanese, and other makes of felspathic 
china. In less than 12 months the firm stated that over a million pieces 
were sold in just two of the patterns available. 


Diesel Engines for Russian Cars 

A substantial order for British diesel engines for Russian Volga 
cars has been received by Perkins Engines Ltd., of Peterborough. 
The order follows the successful conclusion of negotiations between 
the Russians and Beherman-Demoen, the Belgian motor firm, who 
plan to assemble the Volga cars in Antwerp where they will be fitted 
with 1-6 litre Perkins Four 99 diesel engines. 


Textile Printing Works 


Taylor Woodrow (Ghana) Lid. has been awarded a contract to 
design and construct the buildings for a new textile printing works 
at Tema for the Ghana International Development Corporation. 
Alexander Drew & Sons Ltd. of Burnley and Manchester, has 
designed the works layout and is responsible for the provision of 
the requisite machinery. They will supervise the management of the 
printing works and will act as consultants once the plant is in 
production. The co-ordination of the project is being undertaken 
by Dodwell & Co. Ltd., of London. Work is due to start shortly 
and the construction work will be completed in 18 months. The cost 
of the buildings, machinery, and associated works will be in the 
region of £1 million. 


Television Equipment for Iraq 


The Ministry of Guidance & Culture in Iraq has recently ordered 
from Pye T.V.T. Ltd., of Cambridge a Band III 5kW transmitter, 
together with various ancillary equipment. This transmitter will 
work as a standby in conjunction with an existing Pye SkW trans- 
mitter already installed at the Baghdad Television Centre, and will 
consist of a 5kW vision transmitter, IkKW FM sound transmitter 
and combining unit.

International Trade Fair

Tue 30TH International Fair was held from June 11 to 25 on the 
permanent exhibition site in Poznan, provincial capital and ancient 
market town in Western Poland. It is a general international trade 
fair, organized primarily by national pavilions, of which there were 
this year the record number of thirty-three, including several from 
the newer countries of Africa and Asia. Taking also into account 
firms showing independently, fifty-seven countries are reported to 
have been represented. All kinds of goods were shown, but in view of 
the preponderance of capital goods in Poland’s imports and their 
growing importance in her exports, some 70 per cent. of fair space, 
which totals 25 acres, was devoted to them. 


The Fair is regarded in Poland as an event of the first importance. 
it was formally opened on June 11 by the Minister of Foreign Trade 
in the presence of the highest Polish authorities, including Mr. 
Gomulka (First Secretary of the Polish United Workers’ Party), the 
Prime Minister and the Chairman of the Planning Commission, 
together with the diplomatic corps and numerous visiting delega- 
tions. It was subsequently visited by the Chairman of the Polish 
Economic Council, among many other authorities, and by a dele- 
gation from the head office of the Council for Mutual Economic 
Aid in Moscow, all of whom visited the United Kingdom pavilion 
at some length. The Polish state trading organizations were strongly 
represented throughout the Fair. There were visits by buying organ- 
izations of other East European countries, and the Polish public 
thronged the fair grounds every day. 


The Polish exhibits, staged by the Polish state trading organiza- 
tions and covering the whole range of Polish industrial and agricul- 
tural production, occupied, as in previous year, two-fifths of the fair, 
and provided further evidence of the continuing industrialization of 
the Polish economy. All of the major manufacturing and trading 
nations, both Western and Eastern (except Japan), were represented. 
The displays were essentially businesslike and in only a few was the 
element of prestige given much importance. The U.S.S.R. gave pride 
of place to Major Gargarin in succession to last year’s moon rocket 
and the previous year’s Sputnik; and the Chinese People’s Republic 
had its due quota of slogans, but both pavilions contained otherwise 
sober selections of both capital and consumer goods. The United 
States had a large and varied display of equipment built round the 
central themes of productivity and work safety. Much the largest of 
all national displays, Eastern or Western (with the sole exception of 
the Polish) was again that of the German Federal Republic, with 
most of the great names in German industry prominently repres- 
ented. 


The United Kingdom display was on much the same scale but 
better laid out than in previous years. There were 36 British exhibi- 
tors, representing some 100 firms, They were (with two exceptions) 
grouped in a national pavilion of some 2,000 square yards with an 
adjacent outside space of equal size. As in the past, the exhibitors 
took part on their own acount, but the allocation of space and the 
arrangement of the United Kingdom pavilion were planned by

the Board of Trade in collaboration with a Committee of the 
Exhibitors and the decor and construction work were designed and 
carried out out by the Central Office of Information. A different 
ami more spacious hall was taken this year with an entirely new 
layout and scheme of decoration. The Board of Trade accordingly 
contributed substantially more to the cost of the United Kingdom 
pavilion than in recent years. Despite certain drawbacks in the struc- 
ture of the hall—the demand at Poznan is such that the choice of 
space is severely limited—the general opinion of visitors was that 
in layout as well as in the variety and appropriateness of exhibits, 
the United Kingdom pavilion was better than last year and com- 
pared very favourably with those of most other countries. 

An official information stand was provided by the Board of Trade 
and staffed by a representative of the Engineering Centre (of 
Birmingham) who handled all the technical enquiries, and by the 
Commercial Department of the Embassy in Warsaw. 


The customary reception offered by H.M. Ambassador and the 
British exhibitors in the United Kingdom pavilion was attended 
by the Minister of Foreign Trade and by some 500 representatives 
of Polish ministries and trading and industrial organizations. Mr. 
C. D. Campbell, Under Secretary in the Board of Trade, and Mrs. 
Campbell, who were in Poland as the guests of the Vice-Minister of 
Foreign Trade, were present. 


The opening of the Fair came a few days after the visit to Poland 
of the President of the Board of Trade and the signature of the 
annual Anglo-Polish trade arrangement, which, in view of the 
growth of Polish exports to the United Kingdom and the building 
up of a large trading balance in Poland’s favour over the past year. 
envisages a considerable expansion in Polish purchases of British 
goods in the twelve months beginning on July |. The effect of this 
was seen in the large number of serious trade enquiries. The Polish 
trading organizations were clearly in a mood to buy British. The 
British exhibits were, as always, chosen with a strict eye to business 
and consisted of equipment and materials known to be required by 
Polish industry. 


Since the Fair is an annual event, and the negotiations during it 
are only part of the continuing process of our trade with Poland, 
the volume of business actually concluded there is not in itself of 
great significance; but the readiness to purchase the actual exhibits 
and keenness in purchasing enquiries were pointers to substantial 
future business, not only in the kinds of industrial equipment and 
materials in which trade is already well established, but, for example, 
in vehicles and agricultural machinery, which the Poles have been 
hesitant to purchase from the United Kingdom in recent years and 
in such things as plastic materials and catering equipment, of more 
interest to the Polish consumer. 


The British participation in this year’s Fair was by all accounts 
successful and should make a valuable contribution to the expansion 
of British exports to Poland in the coming twelve months. 
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British Firms Well Represented at Frankfurt ACHEMA Exhibition 


THE 13TH ACHEMA International Chemical Engineering Exhibition 
and Congress, which took place in Frankfurt from June 9 to 17, 
was the largest and most successful yet held. Forty-two British firms 
participated with good results, including the United Kingdom Atomic 
Energy Authority. 

The first ACHEMA exhibition took place in 1920. Since 1952 it 
has been held at three-yearly intervals. Its growth in recent years is 
illustrated by the increase in the number of exhibitors from 849 
(743 German, 106 foreign) in 1955 to 1,388 (1,112 German, 276 
foreign) this year. Over the same period the exhibition space has 
increased from 26,550 square metres (net) to 52,000 square metres. 
Of the 276 foreign firms which exhibited this year, 66 were from Switzer- 
land, 63 from France, 42 from the United Kingdom, 26 from the 
United States, 24 from the Netherlands, 19 from Italy, 11 from Austria 
and 8 from Sweden. The total number of visitors has been provisionally 
given as 110,000. 


The total number of foreign visitors is not known but the extent to 
which there is serious foreign interest in the exhibition can be judged 
from the fact that 774 visitors from France, 583 from Switzerland, 
462 from the United Kingdom, 157 from the United States, 77 from 
Japan, 58 from Hungary, 41 from Argentina, and 31 from the U.S.S.R. 
were among those who wrote to the exhibition authorities in advance 
asking for a permanent admission ticket and other facilities. 

The products displayed covered a wide field, but the exhibition was so 
well organized that visitors could without difficulty locate the type of 
equipment in which they were interested. Separate halls were devoted 
to: 

(a). Research equipment. 


(b) Works techniques (plant for chemical processes, distillation, 
filtration, drying, etc., pumps for transferring liquids and gases, 
vacuum pumps, compressors, water treatment and disposal 
equipment, gears, power transmission and production plant, 
jointing and packing materials): 

(c) Accident prevention and works safety equipment (respirators, 
oxygen rescue apparatus, protective clothing, etc.), 


(d) Chemical technology (chemical raw materials and new substances, 
plant and machinery, structural materials and auxiliaries for 
science and technology), 


(e) Laboratory techniques (all types of laboratory equipment 
including apparatus and appliances for physical measurements 
and control, automation and structural materials techniques). 

There was this year a much greater emphasis on nuclear science 
and technology and two halls were devoted to plant, machinery and 
instruments for nuclear science and technology and to the products of 
nuclear technology, especially radio-isotopes. 

Sir Christopher Steel, the British Ambassador to the Federal German 
Republic, accompanied by the Scientific Attache to the British Embassy 
in Bonn and H.M. Consul-General in Frankfurt visited the stands of 
United Kingdom firms and of the United Kingdom Atomic Energy 
Authority at the exhibition on June 13. British exhibitors were in general 


well satisfied at the results of their participation. In view of the highly 
technical and specialized nature of the products displayed, ‘on the spot’ 
orders were fewer than at most other exhibitions but the volume of 
serious inquiries at British stands which should lead to orders was 
greater than most United Kingdom exhibitors had expected. 


The exhibition was considered by many to be the best of its type in 
the world; it has certainly gained an international reputation and many 
of the inquiries received at British stands came from representatives of 
firms in third countries. Several British exhibitors mounted stands either 
in conjunction with, or adjacent to, German firms holding their agencies. 
The quality of the British products shown was generally regarded as 
high and included a number of items of a unique and advanced charac- 
ter. Most exhibitors were confident that they were able to compete 
with German, United States, Swiss and French manufacturers of 
comparable equipment. Sales prospects in Germany itself were said 
to have improved as a result of the revaluation of the D.M. earlier this 
year. The lengthening of delivery dates offered by German manu- 
facturers was also quoted by several United Kingdom exhibitors as a 
factor which has helped their own competitive position. The representa- 
tive of one British manufacturer of laboratory equipment which has 
been selling well on the German market in recent years said he owed 
much of his success to his company’s quick and efficient after sales- 
service. 

The United Kingdom Atomic Energy Authority stand attracted 
many visitors and its staff dealt with a large number of inquiries. 
For example, the representative of the radio chemical centre at Amer- 
sham who was present received a serious inquiry for the sterilization 
of 50 million ampules a year. Their display was well-sited and had been 
planned by one of Britain’s leading designers, Mr. Leslie Gooday, 
A.R.I.B.A., who had received an award for the most outstanding 
exhibit at the British Fair in New York. 


The next ACHEMA exhibition is to be held in 1964 and space for it 
is already heavily booked. It is understood that the large majority 
of the British firms who participated this year will again take part. 
The exhibition can be recommended with every confidence to United 
Kingdom firms both as a medium for exhibiting their products on an 
international platform and as a centre where they can study the most 
advanced equipment and processes of their foreign competitors.

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Prospects for United Kingdom Exports to Morocco 


The following article was prepared by the British Embassy in Rabat. It is felt that United Kingdom firms 
who are already exporting to France and other French speaking countries are particularly well placed to 
take advantage of opportunities existing in Morocco by reason of the fact that they already have experience 
in producing literature, specifications, etc. in French and will be familiar with the necessity for quoting 
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rents and using trade terms which are readily understood in these countries. The article was 


published in the Supplement to the Export Service Bulletin on June 26. 


THERE HAS BEEN a marked shift of economic balance within 
Morocco recently. Formerly Tangier enjoyed a special prosperity 
resulting from its peculiar political and commercial position. Now 
that this position has been brought to an end by its final integration 
with Morocco, the port, and indeed the whole province, is suffering 
economic depression. Casablanca is more than ever the unique 
mercantile centre of the country. The far greater productivity of the 
former French zone, coupled with the much larger French investment 
and infrastructure, have contributed to this position. Because Tangier 
is still a tourist magnet, there may still be a lingering idea amongst 
British businessmen that there is business to be done there. It is true 
that the Moroccan Government are planning special measures to 
restore the economic position in Tangier but until these take effect, 
the main commercial business to be done there at present is in 
connection with the tourist trade. 


Morocco is a recently independent country but not undeveloped 
mor even very under developed in comparison with many other 
territories which have achieved independence in recent years. Her 
Government is anxious to improve living standards and to increase 
prosperity and it has recently adopted a five-year plan for economic 
development over the period 1960-64. This plan aims at the moderniza- 
tion of agricultural methods and the introduction of such industries 
as can make use of the available local raw materials and reduce the 
country’s dependence upon imports. Foreign investment in such 
development and the provision of capital goods and expertise from 
abroad is being encouraged. Some of these new industrial projects 
are already making good progress. 


Morocco, like all newly independent countries, is strongly pro- 
tectionist in favour of the new industries she is trying to set up. The 
Organizations concerned with industrial development are busy planning 
new factories for the manufacture and assembly of a wide variety of 
goods. If the best advantage is to be taken of this changing trend, it 
will be necessary for the pattern o {United Kingdom economic 
relations with Morocco to change. In addition to marketing consumer 
goods we must look for opportunities to supply capital equipment, 
factories, assembly plants, etc., and the technical know-how for these 
developments. 


Morocco is already assembling and producing sufficient lorries of 
5 tons and over to satisfy her own requirements and so further imports 
of these vehicles have now been banned. A factory for the assembly 
and production of passenger cars by a Simca-Fiat combination is 
now being built near Casablanca and when this is in production, 
this small but useful market may be closed to British car exporters. 


There is no doubt that the Moroccans would welcome a greater 
British economic effort in their country, but it must be emphasized 
that there would have to be a real effort on our part and we could not 
simply sit back and wait to be invited. Morocco enjoys the advantage 
at present of having a very favourable balance of trade with the 
United Kingdom as a result of our large purchases of Moroccan 
phosphates. There are of course difficulties, particularly in the form 
of competition from countries of the Franc Zone with whom Morocco 
has close economic, technical and linguistic ties. There are quantitative 
restrictions upon imports from countries outside the Franc Zone 
which are embodied in the Moroccan annual general programme of 
importation. For certain goods the United Kingdom enjoys special 
quota facilities under the Anglo-Moroccan trade agreement. The 
formalities for applying for import licences and exchange control 
facilities are sometimes irksome and slow in Morocco as elsewhere. 
For this reason it is important to have energetic local agents, and it 
is very desirable that exporters should arrange personal visits by 
representatives to ensure that local buyers and agents make the best 
— arrangements for the satisfaction of the demands of the 
market. 


As regards the particular sectors of the Moroccan market (as 
distinct from the opportunities for capital investment mentioned 


above) in which United Kingdom exporters might with profit make 
a special effort, the following commodities are among those which 
deserve attention. 


Passenger cars and small commercial vehicles 


In spite of the quantitative restrictions upon imports and the future 
competition from local products, there is still a sufficient market 
to warrant sustained interest on the part of United Kingdom manu- 
facturers. Complaints have been made by some local agents that 
British car manufacturers tend to regard the market as too small 
to warrant any great expenditure of time and money over deliveries 
and spares and the provision of after-sales service. 


Engineering equipment 

In spite of the pervasive French influence in the past, there has been 
some tradition in Morocco of British engineering equipment. For 
example, there are British made cranes in the ports of Casablanca 
and Agadir. Both these ports have been undergoing repairs and 
expansion. The tonnage handled in these and other ports (except 
Tangier) is increasing and more engineering equipment of many 
kinds will be needed for some time to come. 


Fertilizers, chemicals and pharmaceuticals 


Most doctors practising in Morocco are French or French trained 
and they naturally tend to prescribe French preparations. During 
1959 approximately 3 milliard francs’ worth of pharmaceuticals were 
imported from France as against only 998,000 francs’ worth from the 
United Kingdom. There is evidently room for a drive from British 
manufacturers in this sphere. In chemicals, too France still has a 
virtual monopoly of imports into Morocco, particularly of caustic

soda, calcium carbide and plastic powder. France, Germany and 
Holland supplied 631 million francs’ worth of disinfectants in 1959 
compared with 4 million francs’ worth from the United Kingdom. 
In the field of fertilizers France is still a predominant supplier with 
355 million francs’ worth of ammonium sulphate and 132 million 
of ammonium nitrate. 


Domestic equipment 

The market for glassware, furniture and crockery is another in 
which we should be able to make some headway in view of our quality 
even if the Moroccan taste is attuned to rather more elaborate French 
ideas, but in fact we sell almost nothing. Complaints have been made 
that attempts to interest United Kingdom suppliers in the market for 
glassware and furniture have met with little or no response. 


With a greater effort we might be able to enter the cotton goods, 
worsted cotton yarn and haberdashery sectors in competition with 
France and Italy, or the second-hand clothing, mucin of which now 
comes from the United States. 


Tin plate, steel plate and hardware 


Almost all imports of these products, including tools, come from 
France and other continental countries including Russia, and virtually 
nothing from the United Kingdom. For some of these goods, our 
habit of measuring things in inches makes it more difficult for us to 
break into a market used to metres but we should be able to secure 
some foothold on the grounds of quality. 


There are complaints of a general nature that literature, specifica- 
tions, etc., about British products are nearly always written in English. 
It is a red letter day when any literature is received in French with 
metric measurements. Too often the representatives of British produceis 
who visit Morocco speak little or no French. It is possible that many 
United Kingdom suppliers, who are accustomed to selling in the 
various countries of the Commonwealth or in other countries where 
English is commonly understood, consider that the difficulties of 
breaking into this new market are too great for the rewards that can 
be foreseen. But if the United Kingdom is to secure a proper share 
in the Moroccan internal market, these difficulties must be faced. 
Her Majesty’s Representatives in Casablanca, Rabat, Tangier and 
Fez will be happy to provide further information and help to any 
exporters who wish to try.

THE TREATY OF MONTEVIDEO, which established a free trade 
area and set up the Latin American Free Trade Association and which 
was signed in Montevideo on February 18, 1960, came into force on 
June 1, 1961, instruments of ratification having been deposited by six 
of the seven signatories — Argentina, Brazil, Chile, Mexico, Peru and 
Uruguay. Paraguay, the seventh signatory, has not deposited an 
instrument of ratification although ratification has been approved 
by the Paraguayan Government; it is expected that she will do so in 
the course of the next few weeks. It is possible that Colombia and 
Ecuador also may apply for membership. 

Basically the aim of the Treaty is to eliminate tariffs and other 
import restrictions between the participating countries over a maximum 
period of twelve years in respect of substantially all reciprocal trade; 
it does not provide for a common external Customs tariff to imports 
from non-member countries. 


It is expected that the first Conference of the Contracting Parties 
will take place in the last week of July 1961. Member countries have 
exchanged lists of products that can be the subject of negotiations 
for tariff concessions, and details of each particular country’s treat- 
ment of these goods are being prepared and exchanged. Actual 
negotiations on concessions between individual countries are ex- 
pected to take place in August and the following months and the 
first tariff concessions granted under the Treaty should come into 
force in January 1962. 





France and Irish Republic 


THE FRENCH Moniteur Officiel du Commerce International of June 10 
1961, published details of the extension of the trade agreement between 
France and the Republic of Ireland. 


By an exchange of letters dated May 24, 1961, the arrangement 
fixes the exchange of trade between the Irish Republic on the one hand 
and Metropolitan France, Algeria, the Kingdom of Morocco, Re- 
publics of Cameroun, Central Africa, Congo, Ivory Coast, Dahomey, 
Malagasy Republic, Islamic Republic of Mauretania, and the Republics 
of Niger, Senegal, Chad and Upper Volta on the other.

Iran and U.S.S.R. 


H.M. EMBASSY in Tehran has reported that an Irano-Soviet Trade 
Protocol was signed in Tehran on May 4, 1961, governing trade 
exchanges between the two countries for the year beginning April 1, 
1961. 


Iranian exports to the U.S.S.R. will include fish and fish products, 
carpets and goat skins. 


Soviet exports to Iran will include machinery, medical and scientific 
equipment, lorries and passenger cars and spare parts. 


Japan and Formosa 


A TRADE and Payments Arrangement between Japan and Formosa 
was signed in Tokyo on May 23. The agreement which comes into 
force on October 1, 1961, regulates the trading position of the two 
countries during the trade year which commenced April !. The agree- 
ment will be automatically extended for a further year, unless 
terminated by either side three months before the expiry date. 


The target for total trade exchanges during this period is set at 
U.S. $140 million. The principal commodities listed for export from 
Formosa to Japan are: sugar, rice, salt, bananas, pineapples and 
canned goods. Main Japanese exports to Formosa will be: chemical 
fertilizers, machinery and industrial equipment, ferrous and non- 
ferrous products, ships, car spare parts and pharmaceuticals. From 
that date the present open-account method of settlement will be 
abolished and be replaced by settlement on a cash basis.

Customs Free Zones 
A NOTICE published in the Board of Trade Journal on April 1, 1960 


(page 748), stated that concessions granted to the Free Zones of 


Chetumal, Cozumel, Xcalak and the Island of Women in Quintana 
Roo would expire on January 31, 1961. 


By Decree dated February 10, 1961, published in the Mexican 
Diario. Oficial on June 10, 1961, the period of the Free Zones was 
extended for a further twelve months until January 31, 1962. 


PARAGUAY 


Modification of Customs Duties and Taxes 


HER MAJESTY'’S EMBASSY at Asuncion report that by Decree 
Law 292 issued on March 22, 1961, the basis for the assessment of 
customs duties and taxes has been altered. The English translation 
of the Law is as follows: 

Amplifying the information which we made known previously, we 
publish below the complete text of decree Law No. 292 of March 29 
last, by which is modified the fifth Article of Law No. 667 
of the Customs tariff. It reads as follows: 


WHEREAS: the ruling customs legislation defines ‘actual value’ 
of merchandise, subject to tax, as the F.O.B. value of the same at ports 
of export: 

The said technical concept is that which prevailed at the time of the 
ratification of Law No. 667 of the Customs Tariff, inasmuch as, with 
the passing of time, universal doctrine has changed to the definition of 
‘actual value’ as the C.1.F. value at ports of importation: 

In our own country, more recent taxes, concerning importations, have 
been devolved upon C.1.F. value of merchandise, maintaining how- 
ever, the F.O.B. concept for Customs duties as laid down in the old 
tariff law: 

In Paraguay’s adopting today the technical rule of C.I.F. value for 
everything taxable, standardising its own proceedings and bringing 
them into line with most of the other countries and in particular with 
the Free Trade Zone of the Montevideo Treaty, we adhere to the 
systems of nearly all the countries signatory to the said multilateral 
agreement, which has noted importance in the policy of reciprocal 
concessions to be accorded by the member countries of the Latin 
American Association of Free Trade: 

In order to facilitate the application of the new tributary basis, it 
is advantageous to establish uniform standards for the obligatory 
determination of C.I.F. value, at once, to give the consideration owed 
to certain products of prime necessity subjected to official price con- 
trols, in order not to vary, so far as is possible, the costs of the same, 
correlatively with the authority of the Executive Power to contemplate 
the taxing situation of imports which are indispensable for the national 
production. 

THEREFORE, with the favourable judgment of the Hon. State 
Council, the President of the Republic of Paraguay decrees as Law: 
Article 1. Article No. 5 of Law No. 667 of the Customs Tariff is 

replaced by the following text:— 

‘Article 5. For all customs purposes, the value of merchandise will 
be understood to mean the C.ILF. value of the same on Paraguayan 
territory. 

In all cases, the C.1.F. value will be determined compulsorily on the 
~ es basis of the F.O.B. value of the merchandise plus a uniform tax 
of: 

(a) 10 per cent. if the merchandise is originating in and proceeding 

from any of the bounding countries or from Uruguay. 

(b) 20 per cent. if the merchandise is originating in and proceeding 

from any other country.’ 

Article 2. The Executive Power is authorised to adapt the measures 
of Law No. 667 of the Customs Tariff, of the Customs Code and other 
laws which may relate to the importation of merchandise, in con- 
formity with the preceding article. 

Article 3. The Executive Power is authorised to lift partially the 
taxes which are liable on wheat, wheat flour and combustibles in gen- 
eral in order to compensate the increase in cost which the application 
of the measure in the present Decree-Law might produce. 


NICARAGUA 


Exit Permit Restrictions 


A notice in the Board of Trade Journal of December 16, 1960, 
(page 1448) reported the introduction of exit permit restrictions in 
the Republic and that because of this it was inadvisable for 
United Kingdom subjects to visit the country. 

It is considered that the present situation in Nicaragua is such that 
it is unlikely that United Kingdom visitors to the Republic will en- 
counter any difficulties.

Modifications to Import Lists

1799/802: ‘Glass tubes (ampulla) equipment for manufacture of’ 

Article 5: Modify in List 6 A (100 per cent. surcharge) the text of Item 
1799/802: “Blended cheese: equipment for elaboration of’ by addition of the 
following exclusion ‘Blenders of high output having two buckets with 
combined movement for steam or compressed air operation.’ 

Article 6: Modify in List 6 B (150 per cent. surcharge) the text of Item 
1799/802: “Wood parquet machines’, with the following addition ‘excluding 
those of multiple operation’. 


EL SALVADOR 


Exchange, Import and Export Control 


By DECREES dated May 30, 1961, and effective on June 1, 1961, the 
Exchange Control Department has been transferred from the 
Ministry of Economy to the Central Bank of El Salvador. 


Although provision is made under the Law that the Central Bank 
‘may require a prior licence for all imports and exports of merchan- 
dise’, the Bank has not so far used its powers in this respect. 

The Central Bank has modified the maximum limits below which 
commercial banks are authorized to make foreign exchange available 
without the necessity of a special licence (see Board of Trade Journal 
of June 2, 1961, page 1330); the maximum for imports has been raised 
from U.S. $1,000 to U.S. $2,000 and the maximum for travel has 
been lowered from U.S. $300 to U.S. $200.

paragraph 1554 of the Tariff Act. 


The applications filed in these cases are available for public inspec- 
tion at the office of the Secretary, United States Tariff Commission, 
8th and E Streets, N.W., Washington, D.C., and at the New York 
Office of the Tariff Commission, located in Room 437 of the Custom 
House, where they may be read and copied by persons interested. 


Public hearings will begin at 10 a.m. on September 26 (in respect of 
parts) and September 27 (in respect of umbrellas) in the Hearing 
Room, Tariff Commission Building. The Secretary of the Commission 
should be notified, in writing, at least five days in advance of the dates 
set for the hearings by any interested party desiring to be present, to 
produce evidence or to be heard. 


Exporters are advised to ensure that their importers are repre-

BELGIUM 


Sale of Ammonium Nitrate 


A BELGIAN Royal Decree dated May 18, 1961, (Moniteur Belge 
No. 138 of June 10, 1961), modifies the Royal Decree dated September 
30, 1955, concerning trade in fertilizers. 

The new Decree lays down a revised specification for what may be 
lawfully sold as ‘Ammonium Nitrate’. The minimum content of 
ammoniacal nitrogen (‘azote ammoniacal’) and nitric nitrogen 
(‘azote nitrique’) combined is increased from 15-5 per cent. to 22 
per cent. 

The Decree, which comes into force on October 1, 1961, has a 
clause permitting sales of ammonium nitrate with the lower (15-5 
per cent.) content of the two ‘substantial qualities’ mentioned above 
to continue until May 1, 1962, provided that the product is still in 
the retail trade at October 1, 1961.

THE NETHERLANDS 


Technical Requirements for Motor Vehicles 


THE NETHERLANDS Staatsblad No. 65/1961 contains a Royal 
decree dated February 24, 1961, amending road traffic regulations 
in The Netherlands. Among other things, it contains a provision 
that if the brakes (‘bedrijfsrem’) of a vehicle are operated hydrauli- 
cally, the inlet to the fluid reservoir should be placed in an acces- 
sible position and it should also be possible to check easily the level 
of liquid in the container. This provision takes effect from January 
|, 1963. The aforementioned provision does NOT apply to motor 
vehicles registered before that date. 

Certain provisions have also been laid down regarding headlights 
and rear-lights of motor vehicles. The date of entry into force of 
some of these provisions has yet to be fixed.

Import licences will have a validity for six months and cannot be 
renewed. They must be obtained before a firm order is placed with a 
foreign supplier. 


The opening of a quota amounting to 1,615,000 New Francs for the 
import of pepper from all sources has also been reported. 

Importers interested in sharing in this quota should notify the 
Service du Commerce Interieur et Exterieur at the above address 
before July 10, 1961. Notifications should be accompanied by evidence 
of importation of pepper from foreign countries during 1960 and 
details of imports from producing countries of the franc zone. 


Importers will be advised later of the amount of the quota allocated 
to them. 


Quotas have also been opened for the import of 2,825 metric tons 
of Arabica coffee and 500 metric tons of Robusta coffee (with the 


exception of coffees of a lower grade than Type 5, New York) from all 
countries.

INDONESIA 
Eight Year Development Plan
